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CONSTITUTION 


1. This Association shall be called the 
Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Association. 

2. The objects of the Asociation shall 
be: — 

(a) To forward the interests of the grain 
growers in every honorable and legitimate 
way. 

(b) To watch legislation relating to the 
grain growers’ interests, particularly that 
affecting the marketing, grading and trans¬ 
portation of their grain. 

(c) To suggest to Parliament from time 
to time as it is found necessary, througi'n 
duly appointed delegates, the passing of 
any new legislation to meet changing con¬ 
ditions and requirements. 

3. This Association shall consist of a 
Central Asociation, one or more Local As¬ 
sociations and 15 or more Organization Dis¬ 
tricts, together with one or more Women’s 
Auxiliary Associations. 

CENTRAL ASSOCIATION 

4. The Central Association shall be com¬ 
prised of the delegates duly elected by the 
Local Asociations as provided for in Clause 
15. 

5. The officers of the Central Associa¬ 
tion shall consist of a President, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer, five Directors at 
large, and fifteen District Directors. The 
President, Vice-President and the five Dir- 
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ectors at large shall be elected by ballot 
from and by the whole assembly. The Sec¬ 
retary Treasurer shall be appointed by the 
Board of Directors and shall hold office 
until his successor is appointed. 

(a) The fifteen District Directors shall 
be nominated by the Delegates from the 
Local Association within the limits of each 
of the said districts. In case one or more is 
nominated, ballots shall be pn pared and 
the whole assembly may vote. 

6. The Executive of the Association shall 
consist of the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary Treasurer and three Directors of 
said Association, to be elected by the Direc¬ 
tors. 

7. The Central Association shall hold a 
meeting or meetings each year on such date 
as the President may decide, or at the in¬ 
stance of three of the Executive. 

8. The annual meeting of the Central As¬ 
sociation shall be held not later than the 
28th of February at such place as shall be 
decided upon from time to time at the an¬ 
nual meeting. Two auditors and all officers 
except the Secretary Treasurer shall be 
elected, the report of the Executive Officers 
received and such other business transacted 
as the meeting shall decide. The annual 
meeting shall consist of the officers and 
Directors of the Association and all duly 
qualified delegates. 

9. The Association financial year shall 
end December 31st. 

LIFE MEMBERSHIP 

10. (a) Any person may, by tending his 
name and address with $12.00 to the Central 
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Association, become a life member, but 
without convention privileges unless duly 
elected a delegate. 

(b) There shall be three Trustees to 
have charge of the life membership fund, 
who shall be appointed by and hold office 
during the pleasure of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. who shall fix their remuneration. 

(c) Two dollars of the life membership 
fee shall go to the general revenue of the 
Central Association; ten dollars shall go 
into a trust fund to be invested by the trus¬ 
tees secured by first mortgages on improved 
farm lands, at 40 per cent, of their valua¬ 
tion. The interest only of the fund shall go 
into the general revenue of the Central Asso¬ 
ciation. 

(d) Immediately upon receipt of Trust 
Funds the Secretary Treasurer of the Trus¬ 
tee Board shall cause said Trust Funds 
to be deposited in a chartered bank to tht. 
credit of the Life Membership Trust Fund 
of the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Asso¬ 
ciation (incorporated) and shall only be 
withdrawn at the order of the Trustees for 
investment. 

(e) The Trustees shall give security by 
bonds, satisfactory to the Executive, us pro¬ 
vided for m the Provincial Trust Ordinance. 

(f) They shall present to the Directors, 
who shall present it to the annual meeting, 
a report showing the amount of the fund, 
expense and net revenue. 

(g) The Trustees shall elect a Chairman 
and Secretary Treasurer from among them¬ 
selves. 
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(h) The Trustees shall issue a certificate 
to each life member. These shall be num¬ 
bered consecutively. 

LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS. 

11. (a) Any person may become a mem¬ 
ber of a Local Association by sending or 
giving his name and address to the Secre¬ 
tary accompanied by the annual member¬ 
ship fee of $1.00, 50 cents of which shall 
belong to the funds of the Central Associa¬ 
tion. Such funds shall be forwarded quar¬ 
terly to the Secretary Treasurer of the 
Central Association, or 

(b) By becoming a Life Member as pro¬ 
vided in Clause 10,, and paying the annual 
fee to the Local Association where they re¬ 
side, less the Central dues. 

12. The officers of a Local Association 
shall consist of a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary Treasurer and six Directors. 

13. The Executive of a Local Association 
shall consist of officers and Directors of said 
subordinate Association. 

14. Each Local Association shall hold 
an annual meeting not later than December 
15th at which all officers shall be elected 
and the report of the executive officers re¬ 
ceived; delegates to the Central Association 
and an auditor elected and such other busi¬ 
ness transacted as the members may de¬ 
cide. 

15. Each Local Association shall be en¬ 
titled to elect one delegate to the Central 
Association for each fully paid up ten mem¬ 
bers, provided such Local Association is not 
in arrears to the Central Association. 
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(a) For the purpose of electing delegates 
to the Central Association, all life members 
shall be considered members of the sub¬ 
ordinate Association where they reside. 

(b) In case any Local Association dis¬ 
organizes or fails to appoint delegates to 
the Central Convention, the life members 
residing in the district represented by the 
said Local Association may appoint the said 
delegates in such manner as the Central Exe¬ 
cutive shall from time to time direct, and 
if all the said Associations disorganize, the 
life members shall be organized under the 
direction of the Executive and Trustee 
Board for the appointment of delegates and 
carrying on the objects of the Association. 

16. A Local Association may hold other 
meetings at the discretion of the President 
and Secretary Treasurer. 

(a) Whenever ten lady members are en¬ 
rolled in any Local, Association, they may 
form a Women’s Auxiliary to such Local, 
for the purpose of studying and discussing 
ways and means for dealing with women s 
question and work. 

(b) They may call such meetings as they 
desire, appoint officers precisely in the same 
manner as the Local Association. 

(c) They may provide for their own 
financing and administer the same indepen¬ 
dent of the Local Association Fund, pro¬ 
viding they are all members in good stand¬ 
ing in the Local. 

17. All sections from 18 to 34 inclusive, 
of this Constitution, and the by-laws, apply 
to the Central and also the Local Associa¬ 
tion. 
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18. A resolution committee, consisting of 
the Board of Directors shall meet the day 
previous to the annual meetin? and all re¬ 
solutions intended to be brought before this 
committee shall be in the hands of the 
Secretary ten days before the annual meet¬ 
ing. 

DUTY OF OFFICERS 
President 

19. It shall be the duty of the President 
to preside at all meetings of the Association, 
decide all questions of order, and make any 
suggestions he may deem necessary in the 
interests of the Association. 

Vice-President 

20. It shall be the duty of the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent to aid and assist the President. In the 
absence of the President the powers and 
duties of the President shall devolve on a 
Vice-President. 

Secretary Treasurer. 

21. It shall be the duty of the Secretary 
Treasurer to attend all meetings of the 
Association, the officers and the Executive 
and keep correct minutes of the same; con¬ 
duct all correspondence, issue all press and 
other reports, and prepare for publication 
the annual report. As Treasurer he shall 
receive and account for all monies belongr 
ing to the Association, pay all bills and ac¬ 
counts that have been approved of by the 
Executive. He shall have the power of 
managing director, acting under the control 
and with the approval of the Executive. 

22. By virtue of his office he shall be a 
member of each committee appointed.

23. Before entering upon the duties of 
his office he shall enter into a bond with 
security when required which shall be ap¬ 
proved by the Executive. 

OFFICERS 

24. The Board of Directors shall at their 
first meeting and when afterwards neces¬ 
sary, appoint a Secretary Treasurer and fix 
his remuneration, who shall remain in his 
office during pleasure. 

25. At each annual meeting the retiring 
Executive officers shall present a full re¬ 
port of their proceedings and of the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Association, a detailed state¬ 
ment of the receipts and expenditures and 
assets, and also such general information 
on matters of special interest to this asso¬ 
ciation as the officers may have been able 
to obtain, and this report (except in the case 
of Local Associations) shall be sent to the 
Commissioner of Agriculture for the Pro¬ 
vince of Saskatchewan within forty days 
after the holding of such annual meeting. 

26. It shall be the duty of each officer 
and representative to support at all times 
the ruling of the majority, whether at the 
annual or Executive meeting, his own 
opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. 

27. No officer shall disclose motions, 
ruling), names of movers, seconders, etc., 
providing the meeting rules that such data 
shall not be made public, nor shall any 
officer, except the Secretary, furnish news¬ 
paper reports of meetings or proceedings. 

28. The person whose name is placed 
first on a committee shall be the convenor 
•of that committee. 
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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

29. In case a vacancy occurs in the offi¬ 
cers or directorate, the Executive shall fill 
such vacancy forthwith. 

QUORUM. 

30. Not less than five members shall be a 
quorum to transact business for the Asso¬ 
ciation; not less than five shall be a quorum 
at any Directors’ meeting and not less than 
three members shall be a quorum at an 
Executive meeting. 

31. The officers or members of the Ex¬ 
ecutive, or any committee, may conduct the 
correspondence in connection with the 
duties assigned to said officers, executive or 
committee, by the constitution or bylaws, or 
by the Association, when such course is 
deemed advisable by said officers, executive 
or committee. 

NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

32. At least three weeks’ notice shall be 
given of each annual or general meeting, 
naming time and place of meeting. Notice 
may be given through the public press or 
by a circular letter mailed to each member, 
and in case of the Central Association, to 
each President and Secretary Treasurer of 
the local associations. 

33. An officers’ meeting shall be called 
by mailing, at least two weeks before date 
of meeting, to each officer a notice of a 
meeting as provided above. 

BYLAWS 

34. The Executive shall frame such by¬ 
laws and regulations for its own and the 
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Association’s government as are in its judg¬ 
ment for the best interests of the Associa¬ 
tion, and not inconsistent with the consti¬ 
tution and articles of incorporation. 

ADDITIONS AND AMENDMENTS 

35. Any member desiring to introduce 
any addition or amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion shall submit a draft thereof to the Cen¬ 
tral Secretary at least thirty days prior to 
the date of the regular annual meeting, and 
the Central Secretary shall forthwith com¬ 
municate the same to each Local Secretary 
by circular letter. 

(a) An addition or amendment to the 
Constitution shall require a two-thirds vote 
of the members present at the annual meet¬ 
ing to pass. 

36. That the Agricultural Societies De 
allowed to affiliate with the Association by 
paying the usual fee of 50 cents per member. 

37. The railway rates of all delegates to 
the annual convention shall be pooled. 
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BY-LAWS 

1. The following shall be the order of 
business of meetings of the Association: 

1— Reading minutes of previous meeting. 

2— Address and report of officers. 

3— Reports of committees. 

4— Unfinished business. 

5— New business. 

6— -Addresses and discussions. 

7— Opening of question drawer. 

8— Election of officers. 

9— —Adjournment. 

2. Except by permission of the presiding 
-officer no member or other person shall 
speak except to ask a question or to intro¬ 
duce or speak to motion. 

3. In the discussions following the intro¬ 
duction of a subject no person shall speak 
more than twice or for a longer time than 
five minutes, except by a vote of the meet¬ 
ing. 

4. When a question is under considera¬ 
tion no motion shall be in order except the 
following: (1) To adjourn; (2) to post¬ 
pone; (3) to amend. These motions take 
precedence in the order named, and the 
first two shall be decided without debate. 

5. Before the vote is taken on any motion 
or amendment, the President shall ask: “Is 
the meeting ready for the question?” The 
motion shall not be put so long as any 
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member desires to speak and is in order. 
Any member desirous of asking a question 
on the subject introduced may do so verbal¬ 
ly; but if he desires to ask more than two 
questions, he must submit them to the Sec¬ 
retary in writing.
